Adm. Almy was born in Newport, R,

He entered the navy 


is a midshipman in 1829, and rose 
through the successive grades to be 
commodore December 30, 1869, 
and 


rear admiral August 24, 1872. 


He served forty-eight years and 


sleven months, until his retirement in 
July, 1S77. As midshipman and lieu- 
tenant, he cruised all over the world, 
in 
the 
old sailing navy; was at 


the surrender of "Walker and his fili- 
busterers; commanded the Fulton in 
the expedition to Paraguay; was at the 
siege of Vera Cruz, and the capture of 
Tuxpan, during the Mexican war, and 
was commander at the Brooklyn navy 
yard in 1SG1 and 1862. 


During his service as commander he 


had charge successively of the 
gun- 


boats South Carolina, Connecticut and 
Juniata. 
While in command of the 


Connecticut he captured four noted 
blockade runners, with valuable car- 
goes, and four others were chased to 
the shore and destroyed. As captain 
he commanded the Juniata until 1867, 
when he was assigned to the Brooklyn 
navy yard, then to the signal corps, 
and,»after a cruise to the Pacific, was 
retired.

FOUND. 


Hii Body Waa Floating on the Surface Near 


Where the Canal Empties Into the Ohio, 


and Wan Discovered by Three Men. 


This morning about 10 o'clock, as 


Cole, Frank Matthews and 
Edgar Hughes' were walking along the 
pike on the West Side, near where the 
canal empties into the Ohio, they dis- 
covered the body of a man floating in 
the river about fifteen or twenty feet 
from the shore.

The violin was discovered in a house 
in Neill's alley, where the dance was 
held, but the residents professed to 
know nothing of young Josephs. Tel- 
egrams were also sent to Guyandotte, 
Huntington, and Muncie, Ind., to rela- 
tives, but the boy was not there. 


Frank Josephs, the boy's father, is 


almost distracted with grief, and puts 
in most of his time lamenting the fate 
of his son. He is convinced that be 
has met with foul play, and claims 
that he left the dance with a young 
man with whom he had some difficulty, 
and that he was not seen afterwards. 
He thinks his son has been murdered 
and his body hid somewhere. The 
man has been talking so wildly that 
his mother, who keeps houso for him, 
became alarmed for fear he would lose 
his mind, and has hid all of his revol- 
vers and guns. 


The missing boy was 17 years of age, 


and had been working at the Burgess 
Steel and Iron works. One thing that 
makes his father suspect foul play is 
that the boy did not draw money due 
him at the mill. He was rather a 
handsome young fellow, with dark 
hair and eyes, wore a dark suit and a 
derby hat, and probably weighed 125 
pounds.

Defeated in a Battle Near Guan- 


tanamo Wednesday. 


Gens. Gomez, Maeeo, Cartagena, Bon- 


nett and Perez Commanding. 


The Rebel* Numbered 2.4OO, 'While the 


EpaniBh Troops:' Numbered S.OOO—The 


Battle Lasted for Twelve Hours—CoL 


Bosohat Led the Boyal Troops. 


Cuba, May 17.—Gens. Max- 


imo Gomez, Antonio Maceo, Cartagena, 
Eobi Bennett and Perciuito Perez, com- 
manding 2,400 insurgents, had a battle 
•with the Spanish., numbering- 3,000, six 
miles from Guantanamo Wednesday. 
Col. Boschat led the royal troops. The 
firing lasted for over twelve hours. 


The insurgents had to face an organ- 


ized body of disciplined troops armed 
•with the latest i mproved guns, where- 
as they had for the most part m»- 
chetas. 


Lieut, Boschat, a brother of the 


coloned in command, was killed the 
first fire. His men, seeing- him fall, be- 
came rattled for a moment, and were 
about to stampede, when Jimmez, a 
young- Spanish aristocrat, jumped to 
the front and led the men on to vic- 
tory. 


Soon Maj. Eable, commanding six 


hundred men, came to the assistance 
of the Spanish troops. Just before 
BUD set, after two hours of fighting^, 
Maj. Garrido, with two hundred caval- 
ry, rushed in on the rebels and they 
fled to the woods. 


The loss to the rebels was forty-nine 


killed and sixty-one wounded. Gens. 
Bonnett and Cartag-ena were severely 
wounded. 


The Spanish lost Lieut. Bosohat and 


the chief army surgeon and nina pri- 
vates. The wounded amounted to over 
100, 


Marti is marching1 that way from the 


mountains-to assist the rebels. 


TAMPA, Fla., May 17.—Passengers
